PERL onened a commercial account at the United Branch on 
June 11, 1943, with s denosit of $200, consisting of two $100 out of town 
checks. The account was transferred to the West 117th Street Branch on 
February 11, 1949. 

Analysis of deposits to the savings and commercial accounts 
indicated PERL deposited what appeared to be his salary checks of $229.90 
on July 15, 1943 and July 21, 194?; checks of *237.59 from August 6, 194? 
to June 27, 1949; checks of *269.34 from July 3, 1949 to November 9, 1949; 
and checks of $230.35 from November 25, 1949 to July n , 1950.
